‘Union printers of Chicago decided conelu- 
sively yesterday to live up to their contract 
with the publishers of the city’s eight large 
daily newspapers. The decision was made 
by secret ballot upon à resolution which ap- 
proved the action of James M. Lynch, inter- 
national president of the organization, who 
ordered the men to carry out their contrac- 
tual obligations. The vote was 1,000 for the 
resolution and 655. against. 

This referendum means there will ‘we no 
further agitation among the printers in re- 
gard to the newspaper strike. 

The meeting was held in the First regiment 
armory. It was attended by about 2000 of 
the 4000 members of Typographica! union 
No. 16, which is composed of all the union 
printers in Chicago. Those who remained 
away told their friends they were confident 
the strike agitators would be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated. This proved to be true, as it 
required à three-fourths vote to reject the 
peace measure. : : 


Maintains Contracts Inviolate. 
The resolution adopted wae as follows: 
Resolved. That Typographical union 
No. 16 again reiterates its declaration, as 
often made in trying situations, that it 
maintains inviolate contracts entered into 
and. underwritten by the International 
Ty cal union, and. that, es re- 
garde seues in the controversy be- 
twee men’s union No. 7 and Stereo- 
typers’ anion No. 4, it refers the matter to 
its officers, with instructions to be guided 
in their action by the International Typo- . 
graphical union. 0 
Present ‘Lynch asserted before a mass - 
meeting of the Chicago local Wednesday 
evening that neither he nor any of the inter- 
national officers of the typographical! union 
would sanction a strike. He commanded 
the union to adhere to its contract with the 
publishers. His ‘commands were repeated 
at the meeting yesterday. 


Printers Pour Into Building. 

The doors of the big armory were thrown 
open promptly at 2 o’clock. A score of print- 
ers were waiting to enter. 
3:30 o'clock a continuous stream of men 
poured into the building. 

Before any member of the union was admit- 
ted he was compelled to show his card. which 
in turn had to show that he had been a mem- 
ber of the union six months, was in good 
standing, and that his dues were paid up to 
the first of this month. These strict rules 
were inaugurated because the -massmeeting 
on Wednesday was composed .largely of 
striking pressmen. stereotypers, newsboys, 
and newspaper delivery wagon drivers. 


Heads of Striking Unions Kept Out. 


Outside the doors the leaders and officials

Mrs. J. H. Loring Makes Special Trip 
Across Atlantic to Pay Last Tribute 
to Lost Husband. 


New York, May 12.Standing upon the 
bridge of the Carmania in mid-ocean last 
Thursday evenifg, Mrs. J. H. Loring of New 
York and London scattered armfule of 
flowers upon the waters of the Atlantic in 
memory of her husband, who lost his life on 
the Titanic. When the Carmanla, which 
reached here today, arrived in latitude 41.16

An elaborate plan for the control of the 
milk supply of a community, for the pur- 
pase of adequately protecting the health of 
consumers, is presented in the government 
Public health report, issued today, as a 
model for adoption by American cities. . 
| The scheme of inspection and control was 
worked out by the New York milk com- 
mittee, of which Dr. W. A. Evans, editor of 
Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE’s department of 
health, is chairman. Codperating with Dr. 
Evans in this undertaken were sixteen of 
the leading scientific experts of the country 
on questions relating to the milk supply 
of darge cities, 


Grades That Are Recommended. 
The grades recommended are the follow- 

ing: 

Class A—Certified milk or its equivalent 
produced in conformity with the require- 
ments of the American Association of 
Certified Milk Commissions, in dairies 
and from cows periodically inspected and 

which contains less thah 10,000 bacteria . 
to the cubic’ centimeter and is not more 
than 28 hours old when delivered. 

Class B—Inspected milk, from cows 
certified healthy by the tuberculin test 
and in dairies marked not less than 70 
per cent on the government score card, 
and which contains less than 100,0W bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter.

The wind that blew all day yesterday, after 
raking Chicago all night, knocked down trees 
and signs, ruined innumerable umbrellas, 
and caused at least two deaths. It kicked up 
@ sea in the lake that would have done credit 
to the Atlantic off Cape Hatteras. Many’ 
boats broke loose from their moorings or 
dragged anchor off Chicago, but the waves 
did their worst only at Indiana Harbor, Ind. 

That city is so near the southernmost point 
of the lake that it got the full sweep of the 
wind from the north. Old residents said the 
Waves were higher than any other they had 
seen in ten years. For a time the town was 
Without water, electric light, gas, or tele- 
graphic communication with other places. 

In Aldis avenue, which is on the lake front, 
one house was so nearly undermined that it 
is feared it may fall into the lake. Gas mains 
that were five feet under the soil are now 
whippinggiround in the lake along with tele- 
phone and telegraph poles that stood beside 
the road. 


Two Dead; Others Injured. 

Those who died as a result of the wind and 
rain storm in Chicago were: 

PATRICK MURRAY, 7355 Irving ave- 
nue, He was holding his umbrella so 
elesely over Mim that he was unable to 
see an appreaching Wentworth avenue 
car at West Forty-sixth | The car 
slipped on the rails when the motorman 
tried to stop it. 

UNIDENTIFIED MAN, 28 or 30 years 
old. He was blinded by the rain and 
wind se that he did mot see a Thirty- 
eighth street car at St. Louis avenue. 
He died a few miputes after reaching 
the county hospital. 

Two other persons were injured: 

FLORENCE RILEY, 15 years old, 4908 
Lake avenue, was holding her umbrelta 
elose over her face when crossing Green- 
wood avenue at Hast Forty-seventh 
street. The driver of an automobile com- 
ing from the south saw her, but his ma- 
chine skidded when he threw on the 
brakes and knocked her down. 


HENRY J. RILEY, 19 years old, her 
brother, was knocked down at the same 
time, but his injuries were not so seri- 
ous. 

The storm cut down the attendance at 
White City, which had expected a warm day 
for its first Sunday. 


Fallen Trees Tie Up Cars. 

Trees which were biown down in Chicago 
tied up street car lines. A north bound 
Evanston avenue car escaped a falling tree 
in front of 4236 Evanston avenue only by the 
quick action of the motorman in applying the 
brakes. Another tree, which fell across the 
tracks at North Halsted and Cornelia streets, 
tied up the Evanston avenue and North 
Halsted street lines for more than an hour. 
A tree in the rear of a house at 918 East wood 
avenue wrecked a porch and part of the rear 
wall when it fell. 

The north branch of the Chicago river, 
which has risen as a result of the rain, 
washed over the cast embankment at Foster 
avenue Saturday night. A part of the side- 
walk near the bridge at this point and so 
much of the earth was swept away that a 
patrolman was stationed there to warn 
pedestrians. 

Out in the lake the schooner Quick Step, 
anchored off the mouth of the river, few 
distress signals early in the day. Capt. 
Carland of the Hfe saving station went out 
with a crew in a lifeboat. He found that the 
vessel was in no immediate danger, but that 
the captain wanted the assistance of a tug 
to make the harbor before nightfall lest the 
schooner drag its anchors in the seaway. 

At the University of Chicago on the south 
side the wind took down the east fence of 
Marshall field. Much damage was done te

Big Damage at Indiana Harbor. 

Farther south along the Illinois shore the 
wind seemed to blow harder than in Chi- 
cago. The waves were higher at Indiana 
Harbor, Ind., than at any other place, and 
the wind reached sixty-four miles an hour. 

The worst of the damage done was In Aldis 
avenue. Piling recently erected was under- 
mined and knocked down. Piles also served 
the Waves as battering rams with the result 
that the sidewalk, which was formerty on 
sold ground inside the avenue, lay six feet 
under water at dark Gas mains electric 
conduits, telephone and telegraph lines, and 
water pipes were broken. 

By 9 o'clock in the morning the water had 
so far undermined the house of Edward W. 
Walton, 3348 Ala avenue, that the front 
porch fell into the lake. The wreckage was 
flung again and again against the tounda 
tione like a battering ram, so that the family 
removed their belongings while they had a 
chance. The local fire department was called 
out, but was unable to do anything to save 
the house. It is of twelve rooms, anchored 
to cement piers by iron rods, and has stood 
for six years.

The reform history of the Chicago stock- 
yards was outlined yesterday hy Dr. W. A. 
Evans, former health commissioner. He 
thinks the packers have nothing to fear at 
the present time from government investiga - 
tion of the yards and of the federal! inspection 
of meats. 

Dr. Evans explained the cause of the Brit- 
ish boycott of American meat. His explana- 
tion differed considerably from that by Mrs. 
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Caroline Bartlett Crane given in Washington 

before the Moss committee; which is consid- 

‘ering changes made by n Nelson 
of Wisconsin. 

The crusade against the 8 de- 
ais about ten years ago, when Dr. Smith, the 
field man of the London Lancet, visited Chi- 
cago and wrote a series of articles for his 
magazine about the stockyardg.“ said Dr. 
Evans. Dr. Smith critécised the sanitery 


conditions and the meat inspection most 


severely and the British began to boyoott 
meat from Chicago. The articles of the 
Biitish expert caused a general overhauling 
of the yards. 

It was from the articles of Dr. Smith that 


‘Upton Sinclair received his idea for writing 


a story about the stockyards.- Everybody 
knows what a sensation was caused by the 
publication of The Jungle. 


Commission Is Appointed. . 

_ “Shortly after the articles of Dr. Smith 
had been published in the English medical 
journal there was appointed in Chicago « 
tommission of about fifteen to investigate 
the sanitary and other conditions relating 
to health and safety of the yards.. This com- 
mittee consisted of five members from the 
Chicago Association of Commerce, five from 
the Illinols Manufacturers’ association. and 
Ive physicians. 

“On the committee served Dr, M. Herzog 
ef this city, Dr. M. P. Ravenel of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Dr. N. H. Wer of 
the University of Minnesota, Dr. J. Peters of 
Nebraska, and myself. We made a thorough 
Investigation of the stockyards and found 
them in a good condition. We issued a re- 
port in 1906 which states, among other things, 
that the rules of the department of agricul- 

jure and of the bureau of animal husbandry 
bad been and were being well complied with. 


Found’ Little to Criticise. 5 
We found very little to criticise edverse- 
ly. Thére were some things along sanitary 
lines that could be Improved, such as ventila- 


tion and the toilets. The floors were difficult 
to keep clean. We found that there was no 


danger of the spread of diseases in the yards 


and that the inspection of cattle was com- 


petent as a whole. 

“We found that after a le and triple 
xa mination of the carcasses by competent 
iImspectors the factor of. public safety wes 
large. For instance, here is what we found 
‘was being done in the examination of stock: 
First one man would pags down the line 
and test the neck tlands of. the carcasses 
for tuberculin glands; then he would tag such 
as he found infected. 

“Then another inspector ei test the 
.abdomen for tuberculosis and tag carcasses 
de found to be infected. Then the carcasses 

would be sent to the so-called holding room.“ 


Third Man Decides Disposition. 
In this holding room the thirc nspector 
‘would look over the carcasses and would de- 
elde what was to be done with the infected 
ones. If the animal was in a bad condition 


- the carcass would be sent to the tank to be 


used for fertilizer. If it was in a fair condi- 
tion, not so far reduced, it would be O. K. d 


for lard. and if the infection was only slight.

Dr Evans said Dr. Smith of the London 
neet visited the stockyards in 1907 or 
and wrote another series of articles in 
which he pronounced the stockyards safe.

V. A. Olander of Seaman’s Union 


Talks on Titanic Loss. 


SIX BOATS ON LAKE VESSELS. 


Hundred Useless Without Trained 
Crews to Handle Them. 


“One hundred more boats would have done 
no good in the Titanic disaster.“ sald Victor 
A. Olander of the Seamen's union before a 
meeting of the Woman's Trade league of 
Chicago in Colonial hall yesterday. 

“If there had been forty lifeboats on the 
Titanic, one-half of the number would have 
gone down with the ship, because there were 
not men enough on board who were capabie 
of handling them,” said the speaker. Two 
hours were consumed in manning and send- 
ing forth the twenty boats on hand. The 
time for filling and setting forth the boats 
should not have exceeded thirty minutes. 
The crying need is for more capable seamen 
on board our ships.” - - 


Peril on Lake Steamers. 

Olander said the same conditions prevafi 
on the lake steamers of Chicago as exist on 
the great ocean liners. - , 

Excursion steamers. which often carry 
2,000 people have only six lifeboats with ca- 
pacity for only 130 passengers,” he said. 
And these boats are not manned by ade- 
quate crews of trained seamen. The govern- 
ment licenses excursion boats to carry 2,700 
passengers, provided they-are supplied with 
six Hfeboats of an average capacity of 120 
and fe preservers for the remaining persons. 

The Titanic and Slocum dieasters were 
not the first of their kind and they will not 
be the last until legislation will be effective 
in making ship companies provide for suffi- 
cient lifeboats and enough able seamen to 
take care of them in reasonable time.“ 


Defends H. Bruce Ismay. 

H. Bruce Ismay, the managing director of 
the White Star line, was defended by the 
speaker. 

There are altogether too many people in 
this country who would be satisfied with a 
great disaster tf only: they could finda victim 
upon whom to vent their hatred,“ said the 
speaker.

The colonel’s place was a few feet west of 
Clark street, on the site now occupied by the 
rear of the La Salle theater. On the way 
from Clark street most ol the , patrons 
stopped at the old round bar. then extant. 
and acquired the proper trame of mind for 
attending to the races. All down the alley 
were other poolrooms and a number ot taro 
and roulette establishments. : 

Col Bill did not care for cards nor the 
wheel. He spectalized on the races and the 
ball games and every other type ot sporting 


events. 
Title Gained from Hair. 

The proprietor got his sobriquet from 
his thick mop of silver white Hair. He wore 
it long and was considerably proud of it. 
The military title he picked up somewhere 
on the track and no patron ever questioned 
it, much less the owner. 

Silver Bill's place became the largest in 
Chicago and famous among recetrack men 
of east and west. Then Chicago showed 
signs of getting “ cleaned up,” and Bill dis- 
gustedly moved away to New Orleans.

Ten New Bishops 


BY THE REV. DR. W. B. NORTON. 
INNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 12.—[Special.} 
—The current report that the com- 
mittee on episcopacy of the Methodist 
general conference will recommend the 
election of ten new bishops has caused 
the hopes of some of the candidates and their 
friends to soar. 

The first report from the committee, which 
has been in secret sessions, will be made to- 
morrow. This probably will be concerning the 
selection of episcopal residences, as upon this 
matter the number of new bishops in part de- 
pends. 

European delegates are urging that foreign 
episcopal residences be established in Rome and 
in some German city, and the Episcopal com- 
mittee will seek instruction from the gener 
conference, | | 

The ballot taken by the subcommittee having 
charge of the subject was opened last night, 
and this report will be made known tomorrow 
so as to allow chance for a further review. 

It is believed recommendations favoring the 
retirement of Bishops Warren and Moore are 
the only ones acted upon. 

— 

Certain charges of maladministration which 
have been lodged against Bishop Neely have 
not been returned from the judiciary commit- 
tee, and until they are, it is said, no action 18 
likely to be taken in his case. 

Balloting on bishops will begin immediately 
after the settlement of the number of episco- 
pal residences and the number of bishops to be 
retired. 

It practically is certain there will not be a 
colored bishop elected. The sentiment is gain- 
ing ground that the colored membership of the 
church, .now numbering 325,000, 
enough to be given an organization of its own. 
The other alternative is the report of the com- 
mission on colored supervision, which recom- 
mended a change in the constitution of the 
church which will enable the general confer- 
ence to elect bishops for races and national- 
ities. 

In order to secure this constitutional change 
the question will have to be submitted to the 
annual conferences, and no decision can be 
reached until the next general conference, four 
years hence.

Delegates of the northern Minnesota confer- 
ence have decided to support the Rev. Andrew 
Gillies; pastor of the Hennepin Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal church of Minneapolis, for the 
episcopacy. This is the same conference to 
which the Rev. Joseph B. Hingeley, secretary 
of the general conference, whose residence is 
in Evanston, III., belongs. The Rev. H. C. Jen- 
nings, head of the Methodist Book concern, 
whose residence is Cincinnati, is a member of 
the Minnesota conference. 

Both. are candidates for the episcopacy, and 
the entrance on the field of a third gandidate 
from the same territory gives a chance for con- 
siderable guessing. 

Dr. David G. Downey, head of the board of 
Sunday schools, whose election has seemed to 
be assured on the first ballot, is finding a 
strong rival in the Rev. Frank Mason North, 
New York, who is favored by a large number of 
laymen. Dr. Downey, who is an Evanston man 
but whose membership is in the New York 
(east) conference, was elected at the head of 
hig delegation, receiving more votes than Dr. 
J. M. Buckley, who has for many conferences 
headed e delegation. Dr. Downey continues 
to- hold he support of ministers, while Dr. 
sNorth, it is said, is drawing heavily on the 
‘lay delegate vote. 


— 

In addition to a solid delegation from the 
Rock River conference, Dr. W. O. Shepard of 
Chicago is being earnestly advocated by a 
number of the Chicago pastors who are visit- 
ing the conference. His chances of election 
are considered good, 

An alleged attempt of those who favor re- 
taining the amusement clause in the discipline 
to stampede the general conference in the in- 
terest of their cause was at the bottom of 
the refusal to allow Evangelist Sunday to 
speak tomorrow morning. :

Sauce Mousseline for Asparagus. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
N LOOKING over some old menu cards not 
long ago 1 found that in the summer of 
1900, while crossing the Atlantic on a 
French steamer I had among other things 
for my dinner “asparagus, mousseline 
sauce.“ 

In this yea: May number of the Pictorial 
Review, under the head of “ Delicious Sauces,” 
are given mousseline sauce recipes as follows: 

Mousseline Sauce—One-half gill of cream, 
yolks of four eggs, three crushed whole 
peppers, one tablespoon of butter, salt, nutmeg, 
lemon juice. Put the cream, egg yolks, and 
crushed peppers in a saucepan. Place this.in 
a double boiler half filled with boiling water, 
and beat up with a whisk for a quarter of an 
hour. Then add some pieces of the butter, one 
at a time. Stir constantly, but do not add 
any more butter until each piece has deen 
thoroughly worked in and is absorbed in the 
gravy. The sauce, when finished, will have 
the appearance of a frothy cream, and should 
then be passed through a sieve. Just before 
serving add a few drops of lemon juice, a 
pinch of salt and a grate of nutmeg. Serve 
with souffles, fillets of veal or fowl, asparagus 


or artichokes. 5

“Green Mousseline Sauce—One gill of 
mayonnaise, one-half gill of cold Béchamel 


sauce, one tablespoon of chopped parsley, a few 
sprigs of tarragon, afew sprigs of shervil, two 
tablespoons of cooked spinach, yolks of two 
hard cooked eggs, two anchovy fillets, one-half 
gill of cream, seasoning, one teaspoon of made 
mustard. Wash and pick the herbs. Soak 
them in boiling water for a few minutes, drain 
well, pound in a mortar with the spinach, and 
rub through a sieve. Pound the yolks of the 
eggs and the anchovy fillets together. Mix with 
the green purée, add the cream, and rub the 
whole through a sieve. Then put in the 
mayonnaise and Béchamel sauce. Add a little 
seasoning and the mustard. Serve cold.” 
— — 

Of course, one may adapt these to one's ma- 
terials. The proportions given in Le Pot-au- 
Feu for this sauce, in quantity sufficient for 
from eight to ten persons, are as follows: 

One-half pound of very fresh butter, the 
yolks of four eggs, one tablespoon and a half 
of vinegar, and two tablespoons of water, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, a pinch of white pepper, 
a small half of a lemon, three-fourths of a 
gill of fresh cream (this is approximate for 
the French reads un petit décilitre”’) suf- 
ficiently thick to whip. Time required to make 
it, a short quarter of an hour, the cream hav- 
ing been whipped beforehand. 

A resumé of the method is given as follows: 
Whip the cream. Reduce the vinegar and the 
two ‘tablespoons of water to the amount of one 
small tablespoon, and allow to cool. Add then 
a half a teaspoon of cold water, dissolve in 
it the yolks of the eggs, and add one-eighth of 
the butter. Place in the upper part of a double 
boiler, work the mixture, and add the butter 
from time to time in small pieces. Add a little 
cold water now and then. Mix in the whipped 
cream at the moment of serving. This trans- 
lation, especially of the idioms, may be a little 
free, but the method can easily be made out 
from it.

“The sauce mousseline, which 18 rightly 
called Chantilly, is only a Hollandaise sauce 
to which a certain quantity of whipped cream 
has been ded.

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GAELIC SPREADS 
IN IRISH SCHOOLS 
President of Chicago League 


Says 3,000 Are Teaching 
Language Now. 


CALLS IT DUTY OF RACE. 


Asserts Tongue Will Be Spoken 
All Over Island in 50 
„ Toars. 


In fifty years Ireland will be a Gaelic 
speaking country,” said Dr. Ryan Twomey 
president of the Gaelic League of Chicago, 
yesterday in the Auditorium to the league's 
regular Sunday study class, where readings 
and speeches in the Geelic tongue are given. 

Great progress has been made in placing 
the Irish language in its rightful place in the 
schools of Ireland,” continued Mr. Twomey. 
*“ Gaelic is now taught in over 8,000 schools 
of the country. It is also taught in the inter- 
mediate schools, and, with the beginning of 
next year, students entering the National 
university will have to pass an examination 
im Gaelic. 


Says Move Appeals to Intellect. 

“This movement is by no means one which 
fosters race prejudice,”’ said Mr. Twomey. 
“It is rather one which appeals to the fra- 
ternity and to the intellectuality of its ad- 
herents. It is the intellectual duty of every 
man to know his intellectual ancestry. He 
cannot know this, in the best sense of the 
term, without knowing his ancestral tongue. 
Wo see everywhere a misrepresentation 
of history on the part of races which have 


race. This is precisely the case of Ireland. 
Ireland had a culture all its own and a well 
recognized social and intellectual standing 
with the continent long before English su- 
premacy set in and for a time thwarted the 


natural evolution of Ireland's cultural devel- 
opment.” 


Irish Players Coming Again. 

Mr. Twomey said he had received a jetter 
from Donald Robertson, one of the principals 
of the Irish ‘Players company, stating they 
anticipated playing in Chicago the coming 
season. He expected they would bring an 
entirely new repertory, largely recent trans- 
lation dnd dramatizations of Irish folk lore. 

That home rule would be a great benefit to 
the revival of Gaelic was the opinion of the 
league’s members.

“RING IN THE NEW.” 

The new Campanile has been inaugurated 
at Venice.

As it now stands it isan obstructor 
of traffic and, architecturally speaking, an 
unrelated edifice. But it has significances 
which outweigh all artistic and archi- 
tectyral considerations. It is where the 
people of Venice have been accustomed to 
see it. It is an exact replica of the old one. 
The golden figure of an angel surmounts 
the tower as in the old days. Sansovino's 
masterpiece, a terra cotta group of the 
Madonna and Child, broken into 1,600 frag- 
ments, has been put together and, save for 
the head of the Madonna, is as it was before. 
And, best of all, again the five bells—four of 
them recast at the expense of the pope— 
swing in their high chamber. Again 
„Marangona will ring to summon the 
| carpenters to their morning task; the little, 
clanky Trotiera will clash and clatter 
to summon the council of forty to meet some 
exigency; “ Pregada” will ring for ves- 
pers, sounding solemnly over the quiet 
canals; “ Nona will chime at noon and will 
mark the intervals; and the fatal Ren- 
ghiera” will let the people know when a 
traitor or a malefactorshas been executed. 
At least so it was in the old time, and so, 
most probably, it will be again. 

It was a great day in Venice when the 
new tower was given to the pepple.

2. Place am unbleached muslin cover 
over the mattress and a pad on top of 
it; then cover with a white cotton sheet, 
tucking it in at the head and sides. 

Cover three-fourths of the bed, length- 
wise, with a heavy woolen blanket, with 
part of it extending over one side; put 
another one, in like manner, on the other 
side of the bed: Place pillow at the head. 

4. Place a double flannelette sheet, five 
and one-half or six yards in length, over 
the bed, with the closed end at the foot. 
Turn in the sides of this sheet (allowing 
enough room to sleep between) and letting 
the under part of the sheet extend over 
and around the pillow. 

5. Fold over the flaps of the two blan- 
kets and tuck them in. 

6. Place one of two double blankets 
over all, tucking in well at the sides and 
foot of the bed: Fold back the upper part 
of the flannelette sheet over the blankets. 

7. Place a khaki or canvas cover over 
the entire bed.

many requests for advice on ‘reducing 


weight’ in your department that 1 have 
fancied perhaps an account of how one 
woman worked out your advice for herself 
may be interesting. 

„ am—or had been for some ten or twelve 
years—5 feet 3 inches tall, weight 114-116 
pounds; am of large frame for my height. 
I have been a heavy eater all my life, be- 


cause I was going on the theory that I needed 


lots of food to keep my strength up. Last 
year I hed a severe iliness, and when I re- 
covered began to get fat. By Christmas 1 
weighed 138 pounds and felt like a stuffed 
sausage. Stomach was upset all the time 
Took any amount of medicine, but it didn't 
work. After Christmas I decided to try the 
starvation plan. I. am employed all day 
long, so cannot get enough exercise, I eat 
this year at a high grade cafeteria. I began 
by: either eating almost nothing at my even- 
ing meal or going without it. Aleo I cyt out 
potatoes, bread, and pie. It was pretty hard 
at first, and I got hungry. My moral cour- 
age received reinforcement when Lent came, 
because I resolved for once to keep the rule 
of fasting and abstinence for my body's 
health as much as my soul's. 

I could not weigh my food, so I merely 
cut it down more and more and guessed at 
proper quantities. After awhile I found I 
did not crave the heavy meals I had formerly 
and was feeling infinitely better. So when 
Easter came and my Lenten discipline’ was 
over, I found no desire to ‘make up’ by ex- 
cess. Ai week ago I found I weighed 114 
pounds. feel better, work better, digest 
better than I have in years, so much so that 
I hear many remarks about my improvement 
in health. The only thing I am still tied to 
is an occasional mild laxative. The sense of 
control, of not being tied to the whims and 
vagaries of a sluggish body, of self-respect 
and nerve poise gained from the knowledge 
that I can if I will, is worth an infinite deal. 
About the middle of Lent I came across 
Courtney’s Conquest of Nerves,’ and found 
it helpful. I wish I had seen it a year ago’

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LA MARQUISE 
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HAT brave and good American knight, 

Sir Francis J. Campbell, has at length, 

‘at the age of 80, found it expedient 

to lighten his labors. It is said that 

he is about to retire from the prin- 
cipalship of the Normal College for the Blind. 
with which he has been connected for forty 
years. Born blind himself, or afflicted with 
blindness at so early an age that he can have 
no conception of the sense of sight, he has 
devoted the whole of his life to the improve- 
ment of the condition of those who are simi- 
larly afflicted, to make them self-supporting, 
and to demonstrate the fact that their 
deprivation still leaves open to them many 
fields of activity. 

When it is recorded that among his own 
favorite recreations are “riding, rowing, 
traveling, cycling, and mountaineering ’’— 
reaching Alpine peaks seldom attained by 
those gifted with sight—it will begin to be 
understood how thoroughly and with what 
true American grit he has pursued his life 
work. 

When King Edward in 1900 conferred a 
knighthood upon him, every one agreed— 
he has friends all over the world—that never 
was honen More fitly bestowed. Thanks to 
his training and his exertions, hundreds of 
blind men in England are now self-support- 
i as organiste and musicans. 

He was educated at Nashville, Tenn., and 
at the University of Tennessee, being sub- 
sequently connected with the musical con- 
servatories of Boston, Mass.; of Leipsic, in 
Germany, and of Teusig and Kullak, in Ber- 
lin. In Boston he was resident superintend- 
ent and musical director of Perkins’ Insti- 
tution for the Blind. In 1871, together with 
the late Duke of Westminster and other 
philanthropists, he established the Royal 
Normal College and Academy of Music for 
the Blind, at Norwood, in the southeastern 
district ef London, with witch, thstitution 
he hes been connected ever since...

Bearing in mind the French saying that 
“there ie nothing sacred to a sapper,“ |. e., 
in thie case, an engineer, it is with a feeling 
of apprehension that I read in the Paris 
papers of the improvements that are pro- 


known as the Champs Elysées. In former 
times it was known as the Avenuede Neuilly. 
One day Louls XIV., when quite an old man, 
having been wheeled farther than usual in his 
bath chair, was filled with delight when he 
found himself under the great lime trees. 
and cried: Could ever the Diywian flelds be 
more divinely coo! and balsamic than this 
adorable place?" These words were 
naturally repeated from mouth to moyth, 

and from being a sort of nickname the great 
avenue became known in regular parlance, 
as the Champs Elysees. 

In 1764 the Duc @’Antin, minister of Louis 
XV., gave orders to the architect Gabriel to 
clear away the bushes, ditches, anc heaps 
of stones which disfigured the end of the 
Tuileries gardens. Furthermore, he designed 
and carried out his plane for the Place de 
Concorde. In commemoration, his name 
stin distinguishes one of: the alleys de- 

bouching on the Champs Bilysées. - His suc- 
cessor, M. de Marigny, alep had an avenue 
named after him in recognition of his hav- 
ing spat to the city of Paris the site of the 
offices and outhouses of hies Hotel 
ꝗꝙ Evreux—now the palace of the Elysee 
which had been bequeathed’ en 
sister, Mme. de ener ed

posed to be made in that deNghtful avenue 


1912: By the Brentwood Company.) 


became the amusement road of Paris, and in 
spite of its beauty it took a long time for it 
to become again fashionable. Napoleon I., 
however, took a fancy to the avenue, and 
it was there, under its ‘magnificent trees, 
that he received in state his second em- 
press, Marie Louise. There, too, were given 
the sumptuous fétes on the occasion of the 
birth of his son, the king of Rome: and in 
1806 he himself laid the foundation stone 
of the Arc de Triomphe that tops its slow 
incline; which, however, was not to be com- 
pleted until 1836, long after the overthrow 
of the first empire, a monarchical revolu- 
tion having taken place meanwhile. 

Under Napoleon III. the avenue became 
„Avenue de l'Imperatrice,” and was kept 
free from the vulgar amusement places fin- 
ing the Park des Champs Elysées, on ac- 
count of the empress, who was accustomed 
to make it her daily drive. Indeed, the rent 
of the shooting galleries, voltures aux 
chevres, guignolles, Punch and Judy shows, 
and other entertainments, was raised in 
order to freeze out cheaper ones. 

The policy has been continued, with the re- 
sult that the profits to the public exchequer 
gradually rose from about $2,000a year under 
Louis Philippe to $60,000 in 1809, and I under- 
stand to upwards of $100,000 later on.

, The nearby Cours la Reine, on the banks 
of the Seine, one of the most magnificent 
spots in Paris, was originally called Cours 
de la Reyne- mere,“ and was planned by 
order of Marie de Medici, who, it was whis- 
pered, liked to come there at night, accom- 
panied only by a favorite lady, and meet 
the dark eyed Italians who, one after an- 
other, had the honor of pleasing her. But 
Henry IV., her husband, discovered that this 
long alley, so admirably designed by his 
wife, so dark and mysterious, would do well 
for his clandestine meetings with fair friends 
and acquaintances. It is related that one 
evening, as the moon emerged from behind 
a cloud, Marie de Medici, hanging ‘tenderly 
on the arm of Ruccelli, her latest admirer, 
and Henry IV., his arm round the waist of a 
certain Comtesse d' Argault, came face to 
face under the foliage of the Cours la Reine. 
With remarkable presence of mind the king 
and queen “looked the other way” and 
wisely ignored each other for the time being. 


= 

Up to the night of this unexpected en- 
counter Henry IV. had not understood why 
his wife had objected to the construction 
of magnificent palaces along her favorite 
evening promenade and which shortly after- 
wards began to rise from the ground. Now 
that he grasped the situation he did not 
make a scene, but promptly sold the land 
at a good price and put the money in his 
own pocket. The queen could not well make 
any Objection, for she knew the meaning of 
the sarcastic smile on her husband’s face 
and the elaborate and exaggerated courtesy 
with which he asked her to congratulate 
him on the shrewdness of his real estate 
deal. 

The Cours was separated from the Grand 
Cours, opposite the palace the Tullleries, 
by a wide moat and some narrow streets or 
ways, which bore a very evil reputation—re- 
sembling that of the so-called Alsatia in 
ancient London. It was not safe for a re- 
spectable citizen to venture into these alleys. 
He ran the risk of being held up by foot-

This question cannot be answered without know- 
ing the exact terms of the various mortgages, 
whether they are recorded, eta. C should consult 
competent attorney immediately so as to preserve 
his rights.

Havelock Ellis is ef the opinion that the 
decrease in birth rdtes which characterizes 
the upper classes will have reached other 
Strata by another generation. While they 
advocate legal measures to prevent breeding 
by the very lowest strata, they think that all 
above these can be left to work the problem 
out for themselves to the advantage of the 
whole.. Newsholme, after enumerating re- 
cent popular movements in England, says: 
“All this implies the recognition of the 
state that it is vitally concerned in the con- 
ditions under which infants are procreated, 
born, and reared.”

‘POTTER TO CURB 
INSURANCE TALK 


Illinois Superintendent Warns 


Agents Not to Promise 
Fixed Dividends. 


SEE MISREPRESENTATION 


Withholds Licenses of Canvassers 


Who Fail to Deal Square- 
ly with Prospects. 


Supt. F. W. Potter of the Illinois insur- 
ance départment has taken a firm stand 
against life insurance agents misrepresent- 
ing the terms of the policies they are selling 
where benefits or advantages are promised. 
The life insurance laws of the state now have 
an act prohibiting misrepresenting policies 
and any features connected with them. 
Supt. Potter has withheld a number of H- 
censes of agents pending an investigation of 
charges agalnst them for violating this seo- 
tion. Some licenees he has suspended for a 
month. 

The main charge of misrepresenting is in 
the use of dividend illustrations. Supt. Pot- 
ter states that a number of complaints have 
been made to him that agents, in canvassing 
for iife insurance, have made out dividend 
illustrations. the prospect for life insurance 
being led to believe that the dividends 
quoted would be paid by the company. Supt. 
Potter states that a company cannot tell 
from one vear to the next what dividend 
scale it will pay. 


Dividends Based on Savings. 

Dividends in life insurance are based on 
the saving in mortality expense, and in- 
terest, earnings. This may vary from year 
to year, although companies alm to main- 
tain the same schedule, especially for a short 
period, without change. Supt. Potter tells 
agents of the state that where any dividend 
Ulustratlon is given the qualifying state- 
ment must be made that dividénds quoted 
may be paid provided the present dividend 
scale is maintained by the company is- 
suing it.

Agree to Curb Insurance Expenses. 

With the meeting of the Western Ingurance 
bureau at Pittsburgh during the week ap- 
proving the joint agreement with the West- 
ern Union, the one great step looking toward 
reduction in expense in the west has been 
taken. With the two camps of fire insurance 
companies arrayed against each other in 
the open fleld there has been much bidding 
for agents and expenses have been high, 
especially in the large cities. The present 
| agreement does not touch the large cities 
of the west, but as it includes all the outside 
territory, members of both organizations 
now feel that in a short time they can get 
together in the large cities. 

When it comes to dealing with Chicago, St. 
Louis, Louisville, Milwaukee, and the other 
important centers, the struggle will come, 
but the leaders in the two organizations 
feel that sentiment is strong enough now 
to push through the expense reduction re- 
form. The insurance commissioners are 
urging that this be done and unless steps 
are taken the commissioners state they will 
recommend that laws be passed limiting the 
expenses of fire insurance companies.
